Ter, N. H., would be appoicted census 
supervisor for that state, the definite 
statement thai there woald be no 
diplomatic changes until after con- 
gress convened, the expected arrival 
on Thursday of Senator Nelson \V. 
Aldrich of Saouc Island to discriss 
the report of the money commission, 
and the intimation that .the adminis- 
tration was prepared to defend to the 
last ditch, or the last back platform 
speech, its record on ;be recent tariff 
legislation. 


Any report of immediate changes 


in some of the foreign embassies is 
discouraged, although 
Ambassador 


Reid will see the president Friday 
and probably will have a few words 
to say regarding the attitude of the 
British gox'erament toward this coun- 
try at the present time and its wishes 
as to the next American rep~esenta- 
tive to the court of St. James. 


Aldrich Had Date. 


Mr. Reid desired to visit Beverly 


Thursday, but thai day already was 
set for the comiag of Senator Al- 
drich, who will go over with the pres- 
ident and Secretary ilacVeagh a por- 
tion of the report of the monetary 
commission. It is understood that 
the repo-t is in a more comples*; foroa 
than even vhe president expected, and 
it is possible that it wili be in shape 
by the time Senator Aldrich 'Cturns 
from his four weeks" trip to Europe.

OF FOOD IS URGED 


Delegates at Denver Oppose

form pure food law which may ba 
accepted or rejected by the individ-

needs, was the slogan set for the

That the conven- 
titva/Kiii take.definite action,for sub- 
"micting'to state legislatures a "model 
food biil"' was expressed after a pre- 
liminary meeting of a special com- 
mittee headed by Dr. E. F. Ladd, 
state food commissioner of Xorth Da- 
kota and author of the Ladd model 
food law. It is the plan to forward 
tie drafted bill after its approval by 
the convention to the various siates.

Rocks city council, at a special meet- 
ing called far the purpose, appointed 
a committee to go at once to Harris- 
bnrg and ask Governor Stuart :o call 
the state constabulary 
from

plant of the Pressed Steel Car com- 
jany. whose 3,500 employes are on 
strike. Neither the car company nor 
the strikers were crisiciscd at the 
round! meeting, the purpose being 
simply to protect the citizens cf Mc- 
Keea Rocks and SchoenriUe. 


Twenty-fit-* men were arrested and 


•jut into the boxcar jails. The men 
who resisted were manacled to -the 
troopers' horses and dragged through 
the streets to the plant entrance. The 
great bells of the cathedral In Mc- 
Kees Rocks began to ring. This was 
kept up for over two hours. Then 
the bells were ordered silenced by 
state troopers, as it was pointed oat 
that such demonstration at the pres- 
ent time only went-toward agitating 
the strikers. 


Forty state police are on their way 


here to augment- the company of 
mounted constabulary now on duty 
it the car plant. Since the riot and 
carnage these fearless cavalrymen 
hare evinced a. desire to strike fear 
into the hearts of the men who took, 
their comrades" Jives. The strikers 
realize that the mounted troopers are 
more than a match for them.
